Indeed, I remember with particu- 
lar pleasure Mr. Bortman's friends, and hope you 
and Mrs. Newman will come again : 


The only lists we have of die- 
sinkers (or their ilk) are these in the newspaper 
gleanings published for: 


Arts “~ Crafts in New England - from 1704-1775 
ditto in New York 1726-1776 

and Philadelphia, Marjland and South Carolina 
\in two volumes) covering 1721-1800. 


In none of these is there anyone to fit your ini- 
tials EG -~ and though Peter Getz, a listed sil- 
versmith, made dies (and others are known for 
their activities in counterfieting) there is no 
silversmith in a list we have made from a wide 
combing of publications of your initials, either. 


The Boston Directory, first pub- 
lished in 1789, had occupations of Blacksmith, 
Brass founder, Founder and Ironmonger -- but no 
die men. We do not have any Philadelphia Direc- 
tories so can't speak of them. It seems to me in 
'76, a French rather than an English metalworker 
might have been sought, but none of our few coins 
of these nationalities and time have any maker's 
initials. 


Such a question would normally 
send me immediately to Mr. Noe -- but since you 
know him, I suppose you've already asked him. 
It's strange how many mysteriescremain.

I noticed the shield but did not pay any special attention to the fact that all 
the British imitations have double outlines on the: erdsses, as¢ribing this 1776 excep-_ 
tion to (possibly) a degree of error coming from carelessness of the engraver--care- 
lessness which was certainly evident in his spelling, CEORCIVS., It is quite true that. 
at first I did think of putting this 1776 piece among the patently American products; 
but I had (wrongly?) decided against it on the basis of a fairly marked resemblance 
between this and the two other 1776's and the 177142<3's in the heard. | 

I saw one belonging to Gerard Cuthbert up in Seattle. that has no date visible (probably 
1775, as it greatly resembles some imitations of that year even to the identical punches 
for REX.) which has the error BRIIANNIA on rev. Not a variety in the hoard, 


In reply to your question concerning the identity of "E.G." on the 1776 pewter 
dollars, I have the following information, much of which comes from J.J .Ford--who 
appears to have gotten it from some gene&logical records in Lancaster, at my suggestion. 


It seems’ that the fellow in the 1909 NUMISMATIST (and H.Chapman) were right in calling 
this E.G, person Ephraim Getz. lphraim was elder brother of Peter Getz, also from 
Tancaster, (Verification might be obtained from: Genealogical societies in Lancaster 
or Reading, or both; name GETZ or possibly GOETZ, GOTZ; --Masonie: Grand Lodge of * 
Pa.3 this, if its records go back to 1768, should have the record of Peter Getz's — ; 
family background, and may be able to direct you to a more accurate sources or at least 
could direct you to the proper authorities in whichever Lancaster lodge Peter Getz was | 
raised,-and’ these’ re¢ords might tell something of the family. ) ,

I am convinced,*too, that the 1776 dollars were not later fabrications, but patterns,for _ 
a silver issue, even though pre-1791 references are lacking. (Watson, quoted by Crosby, ~ 
yt 


The story is, if memogy serves, both in Dickegon and in Harper's Mag. for 1861 that these © 
were made in Philadelphia, on the same press that John Harper used in collaboration with _ 
Adam Eckfel@t to strike the Peter Getz half-dollars of 1792.¢ 
So much for stories. Now for the real evidence, | . 
One of the 4792 Peter Getz half-dollars, that from the Zabriskie coll.(1909), silver, has 
edge made up of leaf ornaments, This was exhibited at the ANS Expo. of U.S. and Colénial 
Coins, 191k, and recently turned up in N.Y. (I have verified it;.New Netherlands handled 
this piece.) The same edge if described as oweurring on the 1783 Nova Constellatio silver 
pieces, which are known to have been struck in Philadelphia with official sanction. 
The same edge, again, and from the same die as that on the 1792, is.found on the 1776 
pewter dollarse-all that I have seen, which includes some twenty-odd in pewter and one 
in silver, The use of the same die for edge ornamentation on these three issues seems 
very cogent, if not irrefutable, evidence for a common origin among them, especially when 
the very earliest references to them assign each a nearly equal degree of official sanc- 
tion. ‘The differences in workmanship are obviously explained by different engravers:

1792 dismes and half-dismes were most likely struck, since the Mint officials could 
not make silver of gold in the Mint without becoming liable to long jail terms--they 
had not put up the $10000 bond required by the Mint &et of April 1792. Te a oe 
The Harper press evidently had official status of some kind, otherwise Peter Getz would 
have been liableto charges of counterfeiting: the 1792 half-dollars conform strictly to _

? I too agree that a detailed catalogue of the J.W.Garrett collection of Americana, 
from 1652 Mass. silver and 1616 SOMMER ISLANDS pieces to late proofs, would be a decided]; 
valuable contribution. Especially neeced are illustrations of sane of his Colonial and 

early mint copper coins, and some of his notes on the Pioneer Gold. Unfortunately Dr, 
Freeman is decidedly uninterested in anything that could remotefy be called ‘American 
coins!(she has even removed from Garrett's set of Washington pieces those that were 
listed br Crosby as coins and tokens, and left them in with the other Early American Ee 
coins, in the vaults.) Moreover, her office hours are quite irregular and inconvenient- 
all of which is an extremely great hindrance to a would-be student of the collection, 





If it isn't asking too much, what did she tell you from the Garrett collection? The 
few times I have tried to get information about its arly American sections, she has 
been "pressed for time,' 'in a hurry to go,' etc. We will probably have to wakt till 
after World War III for the Museum Building to be constructed at J.H.U. which was 
going to house the entire Fine Arts collection; the government cracked down on steel 
allotments just as the University was going to break ground for its new building.

Dear Mr. Martin: 


Thank you very much for your postal-card with. respect to 
the "E£.0." on the Continental dollars of 1776. 


Now that I am writing to a Numismatist I can give you 
further details. The edge of the Continental dollars of 
1776 has a twin leaf design which is exactly the same as 
certain of the 1792 Washington President I coins, the dies 
of which were prepared by Peter Gets and struck in Phila- 
 deliphia in 1792. The roller for applying this edged design 
probably was in the Getz family to be used on two different 
occasions. 


Peter Getz died in 1609 and although he noted is birth as 
1768, Diekenson's book indicates he was born in 1762. His 
brother or another member of his family might have been 
responsible for the Continental dollar. It is just a 
question of finding the other members of the Gets family. . 
The 1909 Numismatist mentions the name of "Ephraim Gets” 
and several leading students of American coinage believe 
that it is true that such a person existed. Will you 

do your best to locate your notes and also run down the 
question of other members of his family - whether brothers 
or a father? | 


Another item which ties your area into Continental money 
igs the indication that Gontinental paper money was printed 
in Ephrata, Pennsylvania, 


I would very much appreciate your prompt investigation of 
this matter ag I have virtually completed my article on the 
Continental dollars and need this final evidenee if it can 
be found. ;

Please accept my thanks for yours of April 1), 1952. The Great 
D.G. Washington piece is in the collection here. Why it was never 
cataloged I do not knowe 


It is in copper and weighs 102 grains. I doubt if the illustration 
in Crosby could be improved on as the piece is poorly struck, flat and 
has a bad color. However, I will attempt to have it photographed here. 
As is usual there is a small charge for such work. 


We have studied the piece with some care and the initials on the 
links are rather interesting. I am enclosing my working sheet and you 
will note that it has M. B. for Massachusetts and P.S. for Pennsylvania. 
Whether Massachusetts Bay or the old abbreviation for Pennsylvania have 
any significance or not I do not know. 


Incidentally, I do not believe that the piece shown by Crosby is 
the specimen here. This shows slight traces of a 1 over the 8 and I 
believe I can see remains of a 7 next to ite 


I am locking forward with pleasant anticipation to reading your 
findings on the coinage of the Continental dollars of 1776. The subject 
is one that has never been adequately treated and as far as I know, no 
one has ever discovered a single particle of proof as to why, when and 
where they were made.

You noted that Woluwe }) dated 1791 is listed as the fourth 
edition and appeared somewhat out of line. I imagine that 

the different volumes came out separately and that the fourth 
edition of Volume came out after the 5th editions of Volumes 


The researeh with which I am involved ia most strange since 
I am endeavoring to find out when the first vrinted mention 
of the Continental Congress dollars of 1776 was made. There 
ig no mention of them in the journale of the Continental 
Congress and I am very anxious to determine when Richard 
Watson first described these coins. The only reference quot- 
ing Wateon is s reference on page 305 and page 306 of Sylvester 
Crosby's "Barly Coins of America”, which quotes 4 substantial 
section fromthe 1791 Dublin edition of Watson's "Chemical 
Essays". Since the Continental Currency dollars were made 
of pewter the probability is that this quotation is from a 
section describing pewter, tin or lead. Since there is no 
page reference to the quotation, I would like to see if it 
could be found; then, after it is found, I would like to find 
the earliest edition in which it was mentioned.

I have not, as yet, had the opportunity to ask to come to see 
your museum but, in the meantime, I am wondering if you could 
help me on a problem in historical research. 


You are, no doubt, familiar with the pewter Continental eur- 
reney coined dollar dated 1776 showing the 13 States linked 
together and showing a sundial. One variety of this coinage 
contains the words "%.0.Feeit". Apparently, no one has been 
able to determine who "5.0," is. In 1909 an article in a 
magasine suggested that this man was Ephraim Getz, of Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania. This, I believe, might have been a guess in view 
pi the fact that Peter Gets, of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, was 

an engraver and was considered for the position of chief coiner 
ef the United States Mint in 1792. I have had the matter gone 
into in Lancaster and they do not find any record of the ex- 
istence of Ephraim Gets. 


Tt have noticed that there was a silveremith, Eliakim Garretson, 
in Wilmington, Delaware, about 1785 and wonder if he could have 
made the dies for these coine. I am virtually convinced that 
the dies for these soins were made in America. 


The design on these coins was copied from the February 17, 1776 
issue of the paper money of the Continental Congress, the plates 
for which were made in Philadelphia. 


Is there any possibility that you might be able to give me a 
suggestion, or know any facts, which could solve the cvenlen 
with respect to these pewter coins? It is remarkable that so 
little is known of the first coins of our independent National

Pour inquiry concerning Eliakin Garretson 
opens up a@ new line of research for me. As far as 
any definite information on the man goes, we do not 
know too much. There was such a silversmith, and a 
man of that name married Nov. 27, 1783, a +ydia 
Windle of “ast Marlborough, Chester, Fenna. A will 
of Sarah Sarretson dated Dec. 28, 1776, mentions a 
nephew Eliakim Garretson. Also a man of that name 
is included in a list of taxable estates, 1788. 

An Bliakim Garretson died in Philadelphia, Sept. 5, 
1827 in his 67th year, which would make him borm 

in 1760. +his date would agree with the other infor- 
mation we have about him. Jn an account book of 
another silversmith, James Kendall, that we own 

here at the Yociety, I have discovered that Eliakim 
Gatbetson did cyphering and engraving for Kendall 

in 1801. One could suppose that “endall was not 
expert at cyphering and engraving and hired Garretson 
who had a steady hand and was good at it. If Varretson 
were good at this art, it is not too absurd to 
presume that he could have made the die@ for coins 

in 1776, although, if the abowe information is 
correct, he would have been only 16 at the time. 


I am extremely interested in this problem 
of yours and expect to keep it in mind. Should yOu, 
in the meantime, find anything definite, please let 
me know. ;

The following is a quotation from Volume 4 of Richard Watson's "Chemical 
Essays" (Published in 1786)cconeerning the making of coins by the Continental 
Congress, beginning on page 135 through page 137: 


It is reported of James II. that he melted down and 
coined all the brass guns in Ireland, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded to coin the pewter with this inscription - Melioris 
tessera fati. The Congress in America had recourse to the 
same expedient; they coined several pieces of about an inch 
and half in diameter, and of 240 grains in weight; on one 
side of which was inscribed in a circular ring near the edge- 
Continental Currency, 1776 = and within the ring a rising sun, 
With - fugio - at the side of it, shining upon a dial, under 
which was - Mind your business. On the reverse were thirteen 
small circles joined together like the rings of a chain, on 
each of which was inscribed the name of some one of the thirteen 
states; on another circular ring, within these, was inscribed- 
American Congress - and in the central space - We are One. 


FORM NO. 338: 10,11,51. 4M. 
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I have been particular in the mention of this piece of 
money, because like the leaden money which was struck 
at Vienna, when that city was besieged by the Turks in 
1529, it will soon become a great curiosity. I esti- 
mated the weight of cubic foot of this Continental cur- 
rency, it was equal to 7440 ounces: this exceeds the 1 
weight of a cubic foot of our best sort of pewter, and 
falls short of that of our worst; I conjecture that the 
metal of the Continental currency consisted of 12 parts 
of tin and of 1 of lead.

"The 1776 Continental Currency Coinage" and

I have an abiding interest in our earliest coins and the research 

on the (missing) history surrounding them. Such an interest apparently 
identifies one as a "rare Bird"; Walter Breen and Richard Kenney 

are the only others known to me, and they both are being marked for 
copies of this letter. : 


Your 1776 story was particularly stimulating. it stimulated me into 
thinking maybe Paul Revere "FECIT." I keep a chronological file of 
index cards, now about a foot long, mostly on early american coinage. 
They yield the following; nothing conclusive, but worth further 
digging: 


1776, July-Aug. Quote from "Life of Thomas Jefferson" by James Parton, 
Boston, 1874, page 193: ". . .George Wythe and John Page had devised 
a proper seal for Virginia; but not in all the Province, nor anywhere 
south of the Delaware, was there a person who had the least idea how 
to engrave it. 'Can you get the work done in Philadelphia?’ writes 
Page to his old comrade, Jefferson, in this month of July. ‘If you 
can, we must get the favor of you to have it done immediately « « e 
The engraver may wantm to know the size. This you may determine, 
unless Mr. Wythe should direct the dimensions. He may also be ata 
loss for a Virtus and Libertas, but you may refer him to Spence's 
Polymetis, which must be in some library in Philadelphia.' The work, 
however could not be done there; and the legislature was obliged to 
pass an act empowering the governor to issue commissions without a 
seal, until one could be engraved in Hurope. . - + While Jefferson 

was going about Philadelphia in these burning summer days looking 

for an engraver, he was himself brooding over a design for a seal; 

Dr. Franklin, JOhn Adams, and himself having been appointed a committee 
to devise a seal for the central power. Butz Congress, too, had to 

do without a weal for some years. ‘The committee, by combinkng their 
ideas, achieved a most elaborate design, with the Red Sea in it, and 
Pharaoh, and a sword, and a pillar, and a cloud brilliant with the 
hidden presence of God. All of their suggestions were finally rejected, 
except the very best legend ever appropriated, E Pluribus Unum.

If Jefferson and Ben Franklin, running around Philadelphia ringing 
doorbells, couldn't find an engraver there in 1776 the chances are 
that there wasn't any engraver there. : 


1776 Dickeson's"American Numismatical Manual"(1859), page 87. M. A. 
Stickney thought that the Janus half-penny pattern was from dies 

cut by Col. Paul Revere of Boston. Also (page 88) Stickney thought 
Revere designed and executed the pine tree and harp Massachusetts? 
copper of 1776. Dickeson (page 89) thought the undated bar "cent" 

was engraved by John Harper of Philadelphia in 1776, possibly"in an 
old coach shop in Sixth street, above Chestnut," (page 131.) I would 
guess that Revere was doing engraving in 1776 and that Harper was not.

(My 
source gives no date other than the year), The advertise- 
ment indicates that he engraves in all metals and makes | 
cuts for printers, The writeup in the dictionary of American 
Painters, Sculptors and Engravers, by Mantle Fielding, pub« 
lished in 19L5, indicates thet he is credited with having 
made plates for paper money of Pennsylvania and then counter- 
feited Pennsylvania currenty during the British scecupation, 
the Supreme Executive Council of Pennsylvania, on June 25, 
1778, accused Smither and others of aiding and assisting 
the enemies and Smither went with the British to New York 
where he apparently worked for Hugh Gaine in 1777. This,

A photostat of your letter was sent to me by Dr. Powrie 
Vaux Doctor of Gallaudet College, and I shall endeavor to give 
you what information I have on the Gallaudet forebears. 


There is The New Yerk Genealogical and Biographical Record 
for July, 1888, Vol.XIX which contains an article on The Gallau- 
dets of New Rochelle,N.Y., by the Rev. Horace Edwin Hayden. It 
tells that the American family of this name began with Pierre 
Elisee Gallaudet, M.D.““*came here from Mozé, France in the early 
1700's. His children included Peter, Elisha, and Jean and Susanna, 
Hester, Thomas, Leah, Paul, and David. 


Peter Gallaudet is written up in Bolton's History of Westchester 
Co., N,Y. as Col. Peter Gallaudet, adding that he served in Lee's 
Legion during the Revel uhioneny Wer . See: "Official Register of New 
JerseyOfficers and Men in the Révolution," by Gen. Stryker. Thomas 
Gallaudet (1724-1772)-married Catharine Edgar of New Jersey. Their 
son Edgar (1753-1790), was "Ensign, Captain Imlay's Company, Third 
Battalion, First Establishment, N.J. troops, February 7, 1776; Second 
Establishment, November 29, 1776; retired September 26, 1780." {0fft-= 
cial Register New Jersey in Revolution 99). ~ 


Another son of Thomas,Peter Wallace Gallaudet, lived in Phila- 
delphia, moved to Hartford, then to New York City and eventually to 
Nashington, D.C. He had a son, Edward; who became a fine engraver, but 
was born in 1808, too late for the date you want. However, this talent 
was in the family. Edward died in 1847. 


| This account I have drawn from does not go into any detail about 
Blisha accept to record his first marriage in 1755 - and a tentative 
second one in 1770," 


It may be that Edgar Gallaudet, mentioned above, might have some 
bearing - unless there is a second Ehisha you mention which sounds 
quite probable. There is only one biography of Thomas Hopkins Gallau- 
det. He is a son of the above mentioned Peter Wallace Gallaudet, and 


it was his son, Edward Miner Gallaudet,who wrote the biography 
of his father. I say only "one" biography since Edward used all 
the available material on his father when he wrote this bio- 
graphy in 188&. Mr. Hayden quotes from Edward Miner Gallaudet 
in compiling "The Gglleaudets of New Rochelle,N.Y." 


There is also a study, Huguenot Emigration 
to America, by Baird, and he,too, quotes Edward Miner Gallau- 
det. So you are really on the right track of the Gallaudets 
when you have found Hlisha Gallaudet. 


I hope this information will prove of some 
help. I personally feel that the Official Registers of the 
Revolution will divulge what Gallaudet names there are of 
the period you want. Peter Wallace Gallaudet was a mer€hant 
during his life in Philadelphia, and after moving to Washington 
he founded a Manual Labor School for Boys which did not ma- 
terialize beyond the Act stage because of his death. There 
is a brochure published about Washington the man which was sold 
in order to make money for this school's endowment.

I am sorry that I have very little to add to the infor- 
mation you already know about Elisha Gallaudet. I. N. Phelps 
Stokes, in his Iconography of Manhattan, mentions the news- 
paper advertisement of 1759 and the portrait of George White- 
field as well as a bookplate made by Gallaudet for the New 
York Society Library. This last is listed in Stauffer's 
American Engravers on Copper and Steel, Vol II, p. 174. 





Stokes also mentions a bill rendered by Gallaudet to the 
Common Council for "Engraving 8 plates and 8 headpieces for 
the Water Work notes and blocking the same." The bill was 
rendered August 30, 1774, and paid October 10. 


I would suggest that you write the National Museum in 
Washington to see if there are any records in the Department 
of the Treasury which might refer to Gallaudet's engraving 
the Continental Currency Dollar.

You wrote that no one has ever determined who "E. G." is, This makes 
me wonder whether or not you know of the presumption that "E.G." stands 
for Edward Getz. Albert R. Frey's A Dictionary of Numismatic Names--- 
published by The American Numismatic Society in 1917, in describing "Fugio 
Cent" states: "---The sundial and motto are copied from the similar 
design on the so-called Continental pewter dollar struck in 1776. The 
latter has the initials EG FECIT, hence it is assumed that Edward Getz 
prepared the dies." 


As far as identifying Elisha Gallaudet as the artist is concerned, 
as all sources state that the portrait of Reverend George Whitefield, 
which you mention and some early bookplates are the only known engravings 
by Gallaudet, I am afraid you have a major piece of research on your hands. 


I have cheexed the following sources without finding any pertinent 


information, David McNeely Stauffer's American Engravers Upon Copper and 
Steel, 3 volumes, (New York, 1907-1917); William Dunlap's ebony of the 


Rise and Progress of the Arts of Design in the U, S,; 3 volumes (Boston, 
1918); [Daniel T.] Mallett's Index of Artists---(New York, 1935) ;George 

L, McKay's A Register of Artists, Engravers---and Publishers in N. Y, C 
1633-1820; (New York, 1942)3 and "One Hundred Notable New York Engravers, 
1683-1850; list of prints on exhibition in the Print Gallery" published 

in the Bulletin of the New Vork Public Library, volume 32 (March, 1928) 
pages 139-174, where in addition to the Whitefield portrait, they exhibited 


the book-plate of the New York Society Library, signed "E,Gallaudet Set., 
in pen and ink, 1754. [Stauffer IT, page 174, no. 1026}. 


The only source containing information on Gallaudet I have been 
unable to check is Ulrich Tieme and Felix Beckers' Allemeines Lexikon 
der bildenden kunstler---(Leipzig, 1907- ), which we do not have here. 





The only items that in any way relate to money I have found in 
connection with Gallaulet are the following:

There is an illustration of a promissory note for eight shillings 
issued to carry on the work of the New York Water Works - Christopher 
Colles' System - dated January 6, 1776 reproduced in the Quarterly Bulletin 
of this Society for October, 1917, volume 3, page 69, The notes are paper 
of course and were printed by H[ugh] Gaine. I fail to find the name or 
initial of any artist or engraver thereon. 


I think you should write to the American Numismatic Society, Broadway 
and 156th Street, New York City and confirm or eliminate Edward Getz before 
beginning on the difficult problem of identifying Gallaudet as the "E. G." 
of the Continental dollar.

1753 - tho we have no record of exact date of birth. He is credited as 
having made the die for the Washington cent and was under consideration 
to head the first U. S.-Mint at Phila. tho David Rittenhouse then a resid- 
ent of Phila. was selected. Peter Getz was anoted silveysmith in old 
Lancaster... S$°me pieces of his work exist here, are rare, valuable and 
considered collector's items. Date of the Pewter dollar being 1776 I feel 
confident he had no connection with its production, nor any of his family. 
Peter Gétz was a son of John Getz a farmer. John's father was Johan Getz 
the immigrant. Ship lists, being record of tmmigrants landed at Port of 
Phila. lists John Kets (Getz) as'qualifying' Sept. 18, 1733. Penna. being 
a grant by King of England the Provincial Assembly of Penna. passed an 
Act requiring all ship Captains landing immigrants at Phila. bo register 
alsoy requiring immigrants ‘to 'qualify' taking an oath or making affirmat- 
ion, of allegiance to the Crown. We have no record of one, Ephraim Getz, 
nor Edward Nor Edwin Getz or Goetz, in files of local Hist. Soc. neither 
have I been able to find any Edwin, Edmund, or Edward Getz among will 
records nor settlementof Estates prior to 1850. An extensive coin dealer 
in Phila. with whom I inquired since your letters, replied E. G. has been 
credited or atkributed to a die-maker of Lancaster by name of Edward Getz, 
howe ver this is not certain. T his reply from Mr. Bullowa is enc loed. 
Reply from an extensive coin dealer in N. Y. states the initials ofthe 
die cutter are undoubtedly those of E. G. but cannot advise further.

pleased that E. G. 48 credited to old lancaster even if 7a this late date, 
we cannot substantiate it. 


As to Continental currency peing printed at Ephrata beg to advise the. 

"Brethren" at Ephrata had the first inland press, that is the first press 
some miles inland from sea towns of N. Y. and Phila. Some book printed 
and pound at Ephrata were published in the 1740's. When Lord Lowe's army 
moved close to Ph ila. and later into the City, the cOntinental Congress fled 
taking brief refuge at Lancaster, later feeling not quite secures here moved — 
25 mi. to the west,to vork - then called yorktown, where they met from about 
Oot. 1, 1TTT to Jume 1778, when the COngress returned to Phila. The Govern- 
ment of Penna. moved from Phila. to Lancaster where they maintained office 
until Lord Howe evacuated Phila. Some printing was done pefore 1776-77 in 
Lancaster including a newspaper for some years. Continental money was printed 
in Lancaster also at Ephrata, tho I have never seen any specimen bearing the 
name of either of these towns, its printing is believed to have been done while 
the British occupied Phila... While the Congress met at Yorktown continental 
currency was printed there pearing thre place name'Yorktowh." Some months ago 
a dealer offered and sold a specimen’ printed at Yorktown, tho they are very 
scarce. ; 

Hope this will be found of interest, again regrettnig: I cannot give 
you more definite reply regarding E. G. I am .

Elisha Gallaudet was an engraver, and engraved a portrait of George Whitefield 
as early as 1774. This is the only allusion to Elisha as an engraver that is 
found among the Gallaudet papers. +n fact, this point is stated in The Life of 
Gallaudet, written by Edward Miner Gallaudet ( the grandfather of “dward Deni-_

Dear Mr. Newman: 


I extracted for my files from the Numismatist 
your excellent article on "The Continental Dollar of 1776 Meets 
Its Maker". Now, I don't want you to think that I make a business 
of being a "spoiler", but I have encountered one statement which 
is not wholly accurate, and the reason for it is understandable. 
The Gallaudet clan take proper pride in their ancestor, Dr. Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, whom they credit with being the founder of the 
first school in America for the training of the deaf. That he was 
actively engaged in the founding of the school is true, but the 
whole thing boils down to a discussion of what we mean by "founder". 


Dr. Mason Fitch Cogswell, 1761 - 1850, was a 
very successful and much loved Doctor in Hartford. He had a numer- 
ous family, one of whom was Alice, "a girl of strong and gifted 
Mind", who by severe illness was rendered deaf and dumb at the age 
of six years. The Doctor made a survey of the State, through the 
clergy, to ascertain the number of people who were deaf and dumb, 
and found there were enough to warrant something being done about 
it - I think the number was about 75, but I'm not sure at the moment. 
As is obvious, he was impelled by sympathy for his own daughter, to 
conduct this research. 


He gathered a group of his friends in Hartford 
and they enthusiastically endorsed the idea of such an Institute, 
even to the point of subscribing funds, but left the implimentation 
to Dr. Cogswell. 


At this point Gallaudet comes prominently into 
the scheme. He was a near neighbor of the Cogswells and knew Alice 
and her affliction, and had endeavored successfully to enable her 
to communicate in a small way. He was aualified by training for a 
variety of things, but being recently out of college, hadn't settled 
down to any particular pursuit. 


Edinburgh and Paris were the two points at which 
study of the problem was being conducted, and Dr. Cogswell persuaded 
Gallaudet to go abroad to learn the method of teaching or to enlist 
qualified teachers for the yet-to-be Institute. Dr. Gallaudet - and 
I don't recall whether he was a quzlified Doctor at this point or 
not, but I believe he was - after a year or more, persuaded a man 
in Paris, Le Clerc, who was deaf and dumb himself, and an excellent 
teacher, to come to Hartford, and very soon after, the Institute 
was in operation, with Alice Cogswell its first pupil. 


" . that the Deaf and Dumb Asylum in Hartford, 
Connecticut owes its existence to the exertions of Dr. Cogswell, 
in the first instance, is as familiarly known as the institution 
itself." This quotation is not identified, but I believe it is 
from a lecture by Prof. Jona. Knight, M.D. before the Medical Class 
in Yale College, November 2, 1855, who lectured on Mason Fitch 
Cogswell as a Doctor. 
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The chief source of my information is: "The Cogswells 
in America" by Jameson, Boston, 1884. and I happen to have ac- 
cess to it because my present employer is the great-grand-daughter 
of Mason Fitch Cogswell. 


Within the last vear or two the authorities at the 
Institute in Hartford have bestirred themselves to search out 
descendents of those originally concerned with the founding of 
the Institution, and as a result, there are now on the board at 
least one Gallaudet and one Cogswell - Le Clere I believe never 
married, or at least had no present descendents. 


You see - ! Tempest in a tea pot! That old business 
od semantics! Nothing to lose sleep over!

Merz of Meriden Honored on 40th Anniversary 


On Tuesday evening, April 19, the 
officers and employees of Meriden’s 
East and West Main offices honored 
Harold P. Merz, vice president, at a 
surprise dinner held on the 40th an- 
niversary of the beginning of his 
banking career.

Bank Man’s Ancestor Was First Teacher At 


Editor’s note: Credit for the follow- 
ing article is due Dr. Edmund B. Boat- 
ner, superintendent of The American 
School for the Deaf. Dr. Boatner has 
recently celebrated his twenty-fifth 


anniversary at the school. 


One of Hartford’s most distinguished 
institutions, The American School for 
the Deaf, is not only the first school 
for the deaf in the United States, but 
the first institution for the physically 
handicapped of any nature in the en- 
tire country. 


Guy B. Holt, vice president in our 
Main office Trust department, is presi-

dent of the school’s Board of Direc- 
tors. Mr. Holt’s  great-great-great 
grandfather was Laurent Clerc, the 
brilliant teacher of the deaf who was 
brought from Paris in August 1816 
and who became a co-founder of the 
school. 


The American School for the Deaf 
came into being because of the afflic- 
tion of a little girl and the love of a 
devoted father. Dr. Mason Fitch Cogs- 
well was Hartford’s leading physician 
around the turn of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and his daughter, Alice, born in 
1805, became deaf at the age of two 
years due to meningitis. 
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Dr. Cogswell set out to help not 
only his daughter but all other chil- 
dren who might have the same afflic- 
tion. In April, 1815, he met at his 
home with nine of his friends. One of 
them was the Reverend Thomas Hop- 
kins Gallaudet, a young minister who 
was willing to use his abilities to help 
the deaf. It was determined to estab- 
lish a school and send a man to Eng- 
land to learn what was being done 
there to aid the deaf. The next day, 
Dr. Cogswell and his friend Ward 
Woodbridge, (Mr. Woodbridge, in- 
cidentally, was instrumental in estab- 
lishing the Phoenix National Bank in 
1814) canvassed the business men of 
Hartford and raised $2,133 for this 
purpose. It is hard to estimate the 
value of this sum in our present-day 
currency but one would have to mul- 
tiply it by ten and maybe twenty to 
get a fair comparison. In any case, it 
was a very large sum to be raised in 
one day in a town of 6,000 popula- 


tion. 


Mr. Gallaudet was sent to England 
in July, 1815 and spent several fruit- 
less months trying to secure assistance 
in learning methods of educating the 
deaf. However, he was invited to visit 
Paris where he received a warm wel- 
come from the Abbe Sicard, the head 
of the Paris School. When he returned 
to America in August, 1816, he 
brought with him the outstanding 
young French deaf teacher, Laurent 


Clerc. 
In 1816, because of Dr. Cogswell’s 


efforts, the Connecticut General As- 
sembly appropriated $5,000 to help 
start the new school. This was the first 
legislative appropriation for the aid 
of the handicapped in the entire coun- 
try. Other funds were raised privately 
and the school opened its doors on 
April 15, 1817 in a rented building 
on Prospect Street under the title — 
Connecticut Asylum for the Educa- 
tion and Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb Persons. Two years later, the 
name “American” was_ substituted 
for “Connecticut” when the congress 
of the United States appropriated 
23,000 acres of land out of the public 
domains in Alabama for the use of 
the school, and it was believed that 
one school would serve the nation. 


The sale of the Alabama lands en- 


abled the directors to acquire land in

Hartford and construct a large build- 
ing in 1821 on what came to be known 
as Asylum Hill. Later, Asylum Avenue 
took its name from the school. In 
1921, this property was sold to the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Company, 
and the school moved to West Hart- 
ford where it now occupies a modern 
plant on a fifty acre campus on North 
Main Street. 


Today, with 365 students from 12 
states, Formosa and Iran, the school 
carries on the aim of its founders to 
provide a free education of high cal- 
iber to deaf children. Some of the 
graduates go on to college while 
others are trained for positions in 
business and industry. There is almost

no unemployment among the former 


pupils. 


The school has always received 
some support from the state of Con- 
necticut but this has never been sufh- 
cient to meet all of its needs and the 
balance has been made up by a small 
amount of income from_ invested 
funds, supplemented by gifts and be- 
quests from those who are interested 
in helping the deaf. 


Monuments have been erected to 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, Laurent 
Clerc and Mason Fitch Cogswell, but 
their greatest memorial is the con- 
tinuing gratitude of the deaf of the 
nation.
